Applicants again bring to the Examiner's attention published U.S. Patent Application 
2003/0032400, which is identified on an attached PTO-1449 Form, merely for convenience. 
The cited published patent application was published February 13, 2003 and the principal 
classification is Class 455, Subclass 186.1. 

The initial patentability search for this patent application was made May 25, 2004. 
That search encompassed Class 455, Subclass 186.1 and was made more than 15 months 
after the publication of the cited published patent application. However, the cited published 
patent application was not listed as one of the references cited in the first Office Action 
mailed July 2, 2004. 

The cited published patent application was first mentioned in the present patent 
application in the response to the first Office Action that was filed on September 21, 2004.
